Gallantry of the Marines. 

The conduct of the marines of the naval

The naval brigade advanced in extended 
order, but in converging upon the position to 
be taken they unconsciously found them- 
selves closed in, and in that formation at- 
tempted thie ascent: The fire directed upon 
them was terrible, and, distinguished by 
their swords, the officers were the first 5 
tall. Commander Ethelstan was mortally 
wounded fifty yards from the first slope, and 
one by one the rest fell as they adv ä 
many with two or three bullet wounds. é 

“The slaughter was appalling to watch; 
the gallantry displayed was useless under 
the pitiless iron Rall that was but slightly 
checked by the redoubted shelling of the 5 
inforced battery. With a cheer the York- 
shite men—by a curious coincidence they 
had been conveyed from Mauritius by the 
men to whose help they now came—ran up, 
pouring upwards a tremendous fusillade to- 
wards the crest of the Sangar.. Of course, 

they lost heavily, but their open formation 
and the impossibility of distinguishing offi- 
cers saved them from the concentrated fire 
that had deprived the naval detachment of 
their leaders; and little by little the thin 
line of khaki crawled up to the top. 
Storming the Crest. 

„The storming line was now so near the 
crest that the guns could only be directed 
upon the Boers enfilading the position from 
the spurs of the kopje on the left, and almost 
in a calm Lieutenant 8. C. Taylor closely fol- 
lowed by Lieutenant Jones of the marines 
reached the outer works of the Sangar, and 
made their way over, and the next half 


minute fifty men tumbled over and imme- 


diately pushed forward to clear the position 
‘in the fear. — 

“ This was, however, stubborniy held for a 
quarter of an hour, more, perhaps, as a screen 
than anything else, to cover the retreat of 
the Boers. 

“Above, the hilltop was almost dripping 
with blood. Not a bowlder escaped its 
aplash of crimson, and the memorable splin- 
ters and chips of iron stone blocks indicated 
the terrific nature of our fire. Most of the 
dead or wounded Boers were carried off— 
fifty of the more severely wounded were 
found in their hospital, a quarter of a mile 
away—but here and there a dead man proved 

‘that here the Transvaal had sent its men 
down for the first time to meet the oncoming 
column.“ 

125 Half the Marines Hit. 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent di- 
lates upon the daring of the marines. — ; 
»The marines numbered 183,"" he writes, 
“and every man was in the fighting line, 
four yards apart. Of the total the number 
hit was 92—exactly 50 per cent. Not à par- 
ticle of cover was to be had save three small 
ant-hills, and the Boérs had accurately 
measured the ranges of those from their po- 
sition. One gallant fellow, describing the 
fire to dn officer, sad: 2 

Tes, sir, the bullets came middling: 
thick,’ and while actually making the nt 
he remarked to his next man that it was 
like a ‘blooming hailstorm.’ Bach of the 
three companies had only one officer. Two 
of those were soon hit, and the commanding 
Officer shot dead. Sergeants at once sup- 
plied their places, and of these 70 per cent 
were hit. Four bullets went through the 
clothes and helmet of one officer, and a fifth 
knocked away the magazine of his rifle. 
That was ‘ middling thick,’ as Tommy said.” 

“One detachment of sixteen marines,” 
writes the Standard’s correspondent, “ who 
had got around the corner of the kope away 
from the otliers, and were without an of- 
ficer, were not certain about the order to 
clear the kope. One of the men shouted 
Let's at the devils,’ and they rushed to the 
top, losing ten out of their number in the 
ascent.” 

Julian Ralph’s Description. 
_ Julian Ralph, writing for the Daily Mail, 
. E t me describe the top of one of the 
mall hills in the Belmont engagement, the 
one in storming which the brave Grenadiers 
suffered part of their fearfully heavy loss.

DISAGREE AS TO REFUNDING. 


House Republicans Want the Four Per 
Cent Bonds of 1925 Included in 
Senate Plan. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special.}— 
Republican members of the House are not 
opposed to the proposal of the Senate Fi- 
nance committee to refund the national debt 
in gold bonds bearing a lower rate of inter- 
est. As a matter of fact they regard that 
proposition with quite general approval, but 
are net entirely satisfied with the method of 
refunding. They hold that there are two 
serious objections. — 

The Senate bill provides that the 2 per cent 
gold bonds it is proposed to issue in exchange 
for all outstanding bonds save the 4s due in 
1925 may be used to secure bank circulation 
up to their par value. No provision is made, 
however, permitting the 4s of 1926, which 
are coin bonds and sold yesterday for 183%. 
to be used to secure circulation up to their 
par value. As the Senate bill stands now 
these bonds could only be used to secure 
circulation up to 90 per cent of their par 
value. House Republicans hold that this 
is a discrimination against the 4s of 1925 and 
if the provision should be enacted into law 
it would act to bear the price of these bonds.

VOICES POLICY OF PARTY. 


SPOONER’S PHILIPPINE MEASURE 15 
STRONGLY INDORSED. 


Is Said to Have Followed a Confer- 
ence with President McKinley, and 
if Adopted Will Enable Administra- 
tion to Establish Such Temporary 
Local Governments in the Islands as 
Conditions Warrant—Question of 
Retention Is Separate. 


— 


Washington, D. C., Jan. I Special. 
By the introduction of his bill giving the 
President power to establish a temporary 
government in the Philippines. Senator 
Spooner of Wisconsin has adequately formu- 
lated the well understood party policy with 
regard to the islands. 

The President, in his message, and Repub- 
lican leaders in conversation have uniformly 
expressed the idea that it would be unwise 
for Congress to attempt to create a govern- 
ment for the Philippines until a sufficient 
time had elapsed after the suppression of 
the insurrection to determine the conditions 
which must be met. At the same time it 
was felt that the people might resent the 
continuance of a purely military form of 
government for the Philippine Islands. 
Under the constitution the President, as 
Commander-in-Chief, has authority to gov- 
ern territory as a military measure, but 
cannot create a civil government except as 
an emergency measure. o situation was 
expressed by the President in his message, 
when he said: 

“The insurrection is still existing, and 
when it terminates further information will 
be required as to the actual condition of 
affairs before inaugurating a permanent 
scheme of civil government. As long as the 
insurrection continues the military arm must 
necessarily be sustained. But there is no 
reason why steps should not be taken from 
time to time to inaugurate governments 
essentially popular in their form as fast as 
territory is held in control by the troops. I 
have believed that reconstruction could not 
begin by the establishment of one central 
civil government for all the islands with 
its seat at Manila, but rather that the 

should be commenced by building up from 
the bottom, first establishing municipal gov- 
ernments and then providing provincial gov- 
ernments, a central government at last to 


follow.“ 
Congress Favors President's View. 


This expression of policy was immediately 
adopted in Congress, but at the same time 
it was felt necessary as a matter of moral 
effect to strengthen the hands of the Presi- 
dent by giving him specific authority to 
create the temporary governments indicated 
from time to time as fast as the military 
power could guarantee peace. Accordingly 
Senator Spooner introduced his bill, which 
is practically a reiteration of that enacted 
at the time of, the annexation of Louisiana. 
It provides in simple language that when the 
insurrection in the Philippines is suppressed 
all military, civil, and judicial powers neces- 
sary to govern the islands shall be vested in 
the President until Congress shall otherwise 
direct. It is believed the passage of this bill 
will not only permit the President to estab- 
lish a temporary government, but will have a 
goed effect, as it will show the natives that 
the Chief Executive is fully supported by 
Congress and will dispose of the stories cir- 
culated by the insurgents that the President 
is acting arbitrarily. 

There is a general understanding that this 
bill, or something much like it, will be favor- 
ably reported by the committee and will ulti- 
mateiy be passed by both Houses of Con- 
gress. Even the anti-expansienists realize 
the fact that some sort of government must 
be provided as a temporary expedient, and 
as the Spooner bill does not attempt to annex 
the islands legally, but leaves the question

“Colonel J. H. Wood of national reputation 
as a showman, theatrical manager, museum 
backer and promoter, died here this evening 
of cancer, complicated with paralysis. He 
came here on Dec, 15 from San Francisco for 
his health. He seemed to improve rapidly 
at first, and hopes of his ultimate recuvery 
were entertained by his physicians and 
friends, but for the last ten days his condi- 
tion changed for the worse. 
Colonel Wood had a most eventful career. 
as a showman. He built a number of: 
museums throughout the country, which stin 
bear his name, and he built and established 
Daly’s Theater in New York, called, until 
Mr. Daly assumed control of it, Atwbod's 
Museum. He operated and conducted shows 
and museums in Denver, San Francisco, and 
other cities of the West. His last venture 
in the show business was the conduct and 
management of an aquarium, which he op- 
erated’ on a large scale. He was the first 
man who ever conducted such an exhibition 
on wheels, He traversed the country ona 
Special train with his show. 

He was a member in good standing of the 
Actors’ Fund association. He was in desti- 
tute circumstances at his death and the 
above institution has been called upon for 
r funds with which to defray his burial ex-

Colonel Wood was known as the original 
museum man,“ and was the first man to give 
a dramatic entertainment in connection with 
a museum.

It is believed by a number of theat- 
rical men in Chicago that Colonel Wood was 
the first man to present dramas at ten, 
8 and thirty cents,“ establishing this 
scale of prices in his Philadedphia Museum.

“I was with Colonel Wood's stock com-

DEATH OF ‘PROF. J. MARTINEAU. 


| Theologian, Philosopher, 
and Brother of Harriet Martineau 
Dies at Age of 95. 
LONDON, Jan. {2.—Professor James 
tineau, the eminent Unitarian theologian, | 
“died today. He was in his 0th year. 17 


James Nartibean. who was the youngest 
brother of Harriet Martineau, was born at 
Norwich, Eng., April 21, 1805. After re- 
ceiving his education at Norwich, Man- 
chester, and York, he studied civil engineer- 
ing in 1821-22. He then, however, entered 
Manchester New College, York, as a divinity 
student, when academical degrees were in- 
accessible in England to nonconformists, 

Leaving college in 1827 he began his min- 
isterial and educational career as the re- 
sponsible head of Dr. Carpenter’s school. A 
year later he entered the ministry. 

In 1857 he became professor of philosophy 
in Manchester New College, remaining with 
that institution until his retirement in 1885. 

Professor Martineau was a prolific writer 
on theological and philosophical subjects, 
having published no less than eighteen 
works during his active career. He received 
degrees from Harvard College and the Uni- 
versities of Leyden, Edinburg, and Oxford.

distinct and living figures; so much so that 
when we turn to other periods of French 
history they seem: “‘ deserted, mute; uncol- 
ored; there is something uninhabited about 
them The clear, vivid, human outlines 
are drawn with faultless certainty, : 

How clearly, even in the.gorgteus days 
of Louis Quatorze, all things were drifting 
toward the French revolution! Saint-Simon 

saw it. In closing his memoirs he wrote:

As in the period of which 1 have writ- 
ten, especially toward its close, all things tended

 Seint-Simon makes no pretense to ornate- 
ees of style, but he seldom falls to be clear. 
His words and portraits of the times of the 
great Louis are not elways free from bias, 
but the personal equation is frankly ad- 
mitted, and the essential truth of the whole 
picture is apparent m every line. It is not 
strange that the possessors of the memoirs 
were afraid to publish them until seventy- 
five years after Saint-Simon’s death. 
Miss Wormeley has omitted most of tee 
ens and much of 
genealogy in which Saint- Simon 
excelled. She has also pped out some of 
the revelations of court immorality, and 
has somewhat Bowdierized others. Never- 
theless, she has chosen the contents of her 
four volumes with wisdom. She has slight- 
ly improved upon Saint-Simon’s literary 
style where necessary in the interest of 
gtammatical accuracy, but has preserved 
the informal, nervous, direct manner that 
constitutes the chief charm of the memoirs.

They came at last to coerciye 
authority; they suppressed the use of gold, si 
(I mean coined money), and precious stones; and 
they tried to convince the nation that from the 
days when Abraham paid 400 shekels of silver, 
current coin for Sarah’s sepulcher to the present 
day, the wisest nations of the earth had been 
under the grossest error and delusion as to money 
and the metals of which it was made; that paper 
was the only profitable and necessary medium, 
and that we could not do a greater harm to for- 
eign nations, jealous of our grandeur and our 
advantages, than to pass over all our silver and 
old and precious stones to them. 

No more forcible and convincing proof of 
the eternal folly of fiat money has ever been 
written than this story of the attempt to 
compel the use of paper and of the fearful 
sequel. In its desperate attempt to keep 
up the inflation the government instituted 
an armed house to house search to make 
sure that no coin was concealed. And still 
the paper money deteriorated and became 


more worthless. In a brief time 
millions of people were absolute- 
ly ruined and thousands were 


dying of hunger. As a last resort an attempt 
was made to colonize the American posses- 
sions of the company by force with the starv- 
‘Ing people, but they were shipped without 
food or anything with which to make a liv- 
ing, and so they died like flies. All sorts of 
kiting schemes were tried to keep the pa 
money afloat, but only with increasing dis- 
aster. Saint-Simon continues: 
„This is what, in the matter of occu- 
pled all the rest of the Regent's life and govern- 
ment, drove Law from the kingdom, increased 
the cost of all merchandise, all provisions, even 
the commonest, sixfold, caused a ruinous increase 
of all kinds of salaries, destroyed commerce, both 
general and private, made, at the cost of the 
public, the sudden wealth of a few seignetrs, | 
who wasted it end were all the poorer in a short 
time, gave monstrous fortunes to the employés 
and middlemen and clerks of the financiers who 
t their profit quickly and shrewdly out of the 
ississippi. This is what still occupies the gov- 
ernment long after the death of the Duc d'or- 
Mans. From it France will never entirely rise. 
Those closing wofds were prophetic. 
France has never entirely risen from that 
grand financial debauch. After that came 
Louis XV., and after him the revolution. Yet 
Saint-Simon believed the whole thing began 
without the intention of raseality. He as- 
serted and repeated that John Law was a 
gentle, kind, respectful man, whom in- 
ordinate influence and fortune had never 
spolled; there was no avarice and no knavery 
in his makeup. He meant well—like our 
free silver reformers—but the results came 
just the same. | 
Miss Wormeley deserves the gratitude of 
American readers for putting the more val- 
uable portions of these inexhaustible mem- 
oirs into accessible form.

seums are presented with a meager regard 
for the law of proportion, and sometimes 
the reader's impression is vague and con-

From the beginning she takes the reader— 
the feminine one—into her confidence and 
tells of her trying experience with agencies, 
of her nalve impressions of steamer life, and 
of her first taste of snails.

A Study of Human Liberty. 

. “Liberty in the Nineteenth Century.” 

By Frederic May Holland. G. P. Put- 

nam’s Sons. 

In this volume Mr. Holland has given to 
the world the result of forty years’ study of 
political and religious liberty. The enor- 
mity of his task will be conceived of when. 
it is said that he begins his investigation 
with the career of Napoleon and ends it with 
the World's Fair at Chicago. He does not 
confine himself to the political and historical 
aspects of the subject, but shows how free 
thought has been reflected in literature and 
championed from platforms. He traces the 
growth of liberty not only in the minds of 
such reformers as Owen, Bentham, and 
James Mills, but. shows how Byron, the 
“poet of revolution,“ and Shelley, the 
poet of liberty,“ aided the cause, and how 
Dickens and Carlyle, who were ‘‘ reformers 
without the wish for revolution or any re- 
spect for science,”. added their influence. 
But it is in America of the nineteenth cen- 
_tury that the author finds the broadest field 
for his study, and here he traces the progress 
| Of religious liberty, of intellectual and lit- 
erary independence and political freedom. 
The early sterility in American literature 
was due, he believes, to preoccupation with 
business and politics. But even the best 
educated men in the United States were 
repressed by the dead weight of popular 
theology, and Channing complained that the 
orthodox churches were arrayed against in- 
tellect. The silence of the pulpit about 
slavery is only one instance of the general 
indifference of the clergy to new ideas.“ 
Mr. Holland shows how, with Channing, 
Emerson, Theodore Parker, and the advo- 
cates of woman suffrage liberty received 
new impetus, and he frankly declares that 
during the nineteenth century the author- 
ity of preachers and pastors has diminished 
plainly; and this is largely due to a fact of 
which Emerson spoke thus: We should not 
forgive the clergy for taking on every issue 
the immoral side.“ 

Nowhere, says.the author, has the plat- 
form dpne so much to regenerate the pulpit 
as in Chicago, and he reviews the history of 
the pulpit here and discusses at some length 
the Congress of Religions, held at the time

Judge Dunne, in an exhaustive review of 
the cage, upheld the contentions advanced 
by Attorney Levy Mayer and ex-Judge T. A. 
Moran, counsel for the relator, that the an- 
nexation act continued in full force only 
the ordinances and rules relative to dram- 
shops. An appeal from the order 
the writ of mandamus was entered by As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel R. B. Mason. 
Judge Dunne having delared his intention, if 
the defendants did not pray an immediate 
appeal, of entering a pro forma order deny- 
ing the writ, so that the matter might be 


quickly presented to the Supreme Court. 


Gist of the Ruling. 

After dealing in detail with the facts of the 
case at bar and reviewing the various ordi- 
nances relative to the selling of liquor in the 
prohibition district and the effect of the an- 
nexation act of 1889, Judge Dunne said: 

‘Section 18 of the annexation act pre- 
serves the vitality of all the ordinances of 
the Village of Hyde Park relating to ‘ dram 
shops,’ and no other ordinances. Ifa dram- 
shop, in the language of the statutes and the 
ordinances, is ‘a place where spirituous or 
vinous or malt liquors are retailed in quan- 
tities less than one gallon at a time, the re- 
lator is not petitioning for a license to con- 
duct any such place. His application ex- 
pressly limits the character of the business 
that he seeks to conduct to quantities of one 

on or more ‘at a time. If the license were 
— and he carried on the business with- 
in the terms and provisions of the license, he 
certainly would not be conducting a dram- 
shop,’ as defined by the statute and the Hyde 
Park ordinances. He would be conducting 
the business of selling liquors in quantities 
in excess of one gallon. 

“There can be no possible question but 
that the ordinances of Hyde Park in relation 
to dramshops are now and must hereafter 
remain in full force and effect, But it is 
only the ordinances relating to dramshops 
that are declared to be in full force and 
effect by the statute, and the application of 
the petitioner for a Hense authorizing and 
permitting him to sell within the City of 
Chicago malt liquors in quantities of one 
gallon or more at a time, and to carry on 
within said city the business of a wholesale 
malt liquor dealer in said premises, should 
be granted.”’ 
E. B. Smith’s Opinion. . 

Attorney Edwin Burritt Smith, represent - 
ing the Hyde Park Protective association, 
acted as special counsel in connection with 
the city. Attorney Smith said: 

“We want a final ruling on this subject.

CAREER OF JOHN d. A. HOYT. 


Prominent as a Merchantand Politician 
in Chicago Before His Removal 
to New York. 
| 

John Quincy Adams Hoyt, who died in 
New York on Wednesday, was at one timea 
prominent merchant.and politician of Chi- 
cago. He was born seventy-two years ago in 
East Ware, N. H. His first business venture 
was as a wholesale grocer in Boston. 

He eame to Chicago in 1 In the fol- 
lowing year he associated’ himself with 
William H. Hoyt, his uncle, in a wholesale 
grocery under the firm name of William HI. 
Hoyt & Co., at 280 State street. His resi- 
dence was at 157 Buffalo street, now Custom 
House court, at that time an aristocratic 
residence street. In 1850 Mr. Hoyt associated 
himself with Charles H. Pierce and formed 
the wholesale grocery house of Hoyt & 
‘Pierce, 147 South Water street. In 1862 he 
became the principal partner in two large 
firms, Hoyt & Watrous, wholesale grocers 
and commission merchants, 147 South Water 
street, and Hoyt, Pierce & Co., wine mer- 
chants. Both firms were dissolved in the 
following year, and in 1865 Mr. Hoyt became 
the general agent for the Atwater railroad 
and stock pump. 

Mr. Hoyt always took great interest in 
politics. He was a stanch Republican and 
an intimate friend of General Grant, Gen- 
eral Logan, and other leaders of the party. 
During the civil war he at one time was 
acting Mayor of Chicago, while Mayor Rum- 
sey was absent from the city. 

In 1865 Mr. Hoyt went to New York and 
with George Gilbert became the promoter of 
the elevated railway system in that city. 
| Two years later he built the New York and 
Putnam railroad. The panic of 1873 ruined 
the enterprise and Mr. Hoyt lost the greater 
part of his fortune. In later years he be- 
5 came interested in the oil business in Penn- 

Sylvania. He suffered a stroke of apoplexy 
in 1880 and retired from business. His 
widow and three sons survive him.

They were not out of line with the increased 
Argentine visible, however, which is now 
2,760,000 bu, as compared with 184,000 bu a 
year ago. Reports from that country also 
showed the wheat harvest had been com- 
pleted without the development of any de- 
cidedly unfavorable features. This had its 
own significance, as coming from a source 
which in the past has been\ particularly 
prolific of news on the bull side. The Mod- 
ern Miller was somewhat on the fence, It 
could see no change in the winter wheat 
outlook, but reported the plant as doing well 
in the face of unseasonably mild weather. 
It reported ¢rade in flour, however, as show- 
ing some symptoms of improvement undera 
better demand than has heretofore prevailed. 
The past situation, it maintained, had been 
so dull and depressed that any change must 
‘necessarily be in the nature of an improve- 
ment. Minneapolis did not take such a dis- 
couraging view, reporting a noticeably bet- 

ter demand for flour, with fair export sales. 
There was a comfortable showing of news 
on the bull side of the market, but the tem- 
per of the local trade made it to a large ex- 
tent iffeffective. Had the crowd been dis- 
posed to advance the price, there was an 
abundance of ammunition for the bombard- 
ment of the bear strongholds. The old story 
of light receipts was repeated. The three 
principal points had 382 cars, against 529 
cars last week, and 615 cars u year ago. Re- 
ceipts at all primary points were cut down to 
398,000 bu, the figures of the corresponding 
day last year being nearly 700,000 bu. It 
was an argument the effect of which was 
largely lost by reason of its frequent repeti-

IN ALL LUMBER LINES, 
{nereased Manufacturing Demand, 

Which Was Keynote of Last Year's 
Prosperity, Likely to Hold Good 
This Senson—Inquiry from Abroad 
Gives an Impetus to the Hardwood 
\ Lines—Better Holiday Demand than 
Usual for Northern Fine. 


That 1900 is to be a year of expansion 
in the lumber business seems to be the 
prevalent opinion among both wholesalers 
and jobbers. Last year’s activity was due 
to the increased manufacturing demand. 
Box factories, car works, elevators, ware- 
houses, and the construction of factory 
plants—these are the channels through 
which the call for lumber has been heaviest 
for several years past, and there seems 
there will be no let up this year, Taking 
the country as a whole, however, building 
operations proper have been nothing above 
the average. In all sections of the country 
where manufactures were in evidence ths 
erection of new plants and buildings as 
well as homes for employés' was a feature 
of the year. But the high price of labor 
and of building material, together with low 
rents, prevented much speculative building 
in the majority of cities. In agricultural 
sections it is felt that country building has 
not yet reached the full tide of prosperity 
warranted by the general prosperous con- 
dition of the farmer. 

A considerable inquiry from foreign mar-
